Nelson refused to cooperate with the interviewing agents 
but did state that he was no longer in the CP having "walked 
out of the Party several months ago." He said he wanted 
"nothing more to do with the Party." 


A third confidential source on June 17, 1959, 
advised that a six-page pamphlet entitled "Is The Communist 
Party, USA, In Its Present Form, A Proper Organization To 
Bring Socialism To America?" was being distributed in the 
New York City area. According to this source, William 
Albertson was of the opinion that the pamphlet, in all 
probability, originated with a group in Brooklyn, New York, 
including Leon Nelson and others, as they would try to 
cause all the trouble they could. 


"The Worker", issue of October 11, 1959, on page 
li, describes William Albertson as the Executive Secretary 
of the CP of New York State. 


"The Worker" is an east coast 
Communist newspaper.
